First Unit Of Plant At Bienfait, 
Sask.,, To Be Bullt This Year 

The first unit of the Canadian 
Coal, Power and Briquetting Com- 
pany (Bienfait), will be constructed 
during this year, according to Hon. 
H. H. Stevens, M.P., Vancouver. 

This first unit will cost $150,000 
for equipment alone while the cost 
of the holdings secured by the com- 
pany will bring this total to more 
than $500,000. 

It is the intention of this company 
to manufacture briquettes, dry coal 
and power at their mine, which is 
located in the Souris field, five miles 
south of Bienfait. 

Steps are being taken at the pres- 


"/ent time to secure a stub line from 


the mine to the main line of the 
C.P.R. Soo line.

The Cunard Line Is Celebrating Its 
90th Anniversary Of Service 


What seasoned mariners consider 
to be a remarkable feat was the 
Cunarder “Mauretania’s” recent fast 
mid-winter crossing between New 
York and England, which was accom: 
plished in 4 days, 23 hours and 3 
minutes, at an average speed of 25.42 
knots, This time figured from New 


York to Eddystone lighthouse, Ply- 


mouth, is only a few hours longer 
than the “Mauretania’s” best time of 
4 days, 17 hours and 50 minutes, at 
an average speed of 27.22 knots 
registered between the same points, 
last August. In view of the severe 
gales that have been experienced re- 
cently, which have made even express 
linrs between 2 and 3 days late, this 
fast crossing will probably stand as 
the most outstanding on the high 
seas this winter. 

It is interesting to note that this 
year the Cunard Line celebrates its 
90th anniversay, which recalls to 


|mind the exploits of that great Cana- 


dian, Samuel Cunard, founder of the 


{Cunard Line, the oldest steamship 
company operating on the trans- | 


Atlantic route. Born at Halifax in 
1787, of humble United Empire Loyal- 


ist stock, he directed his business | 


abilities at an early age towards ship- 
ping. Commencing by buying and sell- 
ing captured enemy prizes and their 
cargoes, and rapidly extending his 
business, he was, at the age of 27 en- 
gaged in the forwarding of mail to 
Newfoundland. Shortly afterwards he 
was distributor of Her Majesty's 
mails in Canada, the United States, 


Newfoundland and Bermuda, which | 


he transported in his fleet of 10-gun 
brigs. 

+ 1831 he became interested in the 
advent of steam shipping, heading the 
list of subscribers who built the 
“Royal William,” the first vessel to 
cross the, Atlantic under her own 
steam. Fired with the possibilities of 
the future of steam propulsion, he 
conceived the idea of applying this 
new method of locomotion to his own 
ships, Samuel Cunard, who was at 


that time well known on both sides 


of the Atlantic as a genius of busi- 


/ness, and a man whose 40 ships pro- 


vided the Maritimes with one of the 
chief sources of their activities, left 
for England in 1838, in response to a 
missive received from the lord com- 
missioners of the admiralty, inviting 
him to submit tenders for the convey- 
ance of Her Majesty's mails to the 
North American continent. 


After experiencing some little diffi- | 


culty in raising sufficient capital to 
embark on his ambitious enterprise, 
he was finally awarded the contract, 
and gave orders for the construction 
of four paddle-wheel steamers of the 
following dimensions: 1154 gross tons, 
length 207 feet, breadth 34 feet 2 
inches, depth 24 feet 4 inches, with a 
horse power of 740, and a speed of 
8.5 knots.

‘Another Einstein 
Theory 


|Noted German Scientist Believes 
| Total Disarmament Is Not 
| Dangerous 


| Professor Einstein, the noted Ger- 
man scientist, sent a despatch to the | 
New York Times a few days ago, 
giving his theory of armaments. With 
the London Conference wrestling with 
;the problem, it is interesting to ob- 
| serve what Professor Einstein thinks 
about armaments on land and sea 
and how they affect the life of na- | 
| tions; his reference to the security of 
| the nations already disarmed is most 
significant, coming as it does from 
Germany, surrounded by her armed 
victors, The despatch follows: 

It has now become a generally 
|recognized axiom that the giant 
| armaments of all nations are proving 
highly injurious to them collectively. 
I am inclined to go a step further 
|by the assertion that, under present- 
day conditions, any one state would 
incur no appreciable risk by under- 
jtaking to disarm—wholly regardless 
jof the attitude of the other states. If | 
| such were not the case, it would be 
quite evident that ‘the situation of | 
such states as are unarmed, or only 
partially equipped for defence, would 
be extremely difficult, dangerous ‘and | 
disadvantageous—a condition which 
jis refuted by the facts. 

I am convinced that demonstrative 
references to armaments are but a 
weapon in the hands of the factors in- | 


| terested in their production or in the | 
|maintenance and development of a 
military system for financial or 
| political ‘egotistic reasons. 

I am firmly of the opinion that the 
educational effect of a first and 
genuine achievement in the realm of | 
disarmament would prove highly | 
|efficacious, because the succeeding | 
second and thigd steps would then be 
immeasurably simpler than the initial 
one; this for the obvious reason that 
|the first results of an understanding 
would considerably weaken the famil- | 
|far argument for national security 
|with which parliamentarians of all | 
|countries now permit themselves to | 
| be intimidated. 
Armaments can never be viewed as 
}an economic asset to a state. They, 
;must ever remain the unprodugtive 
|exploitation of men and material and | 
;an encroachment on the economic re- | 
|serves of a state through the tempor- | 
{ary conception of men in the active 
| periods of their lives—not to mention 
the moral impairment resulting from | 
a pre-occupation with the profession 
of war and the moral processes of 
| Preparing a nation for it.

Firewor's, Not All Amusement 


, Were Used Extensively For Signals 
| Before Developments Of Wireless 

Great Britain probably spends more 
than half a million pounds a year on 
fireworks. But not all this colos- 
sal sum is expended in providing mere 
spectacles, writes A. St. H. Brock, in 
Answers. 

Few people real'ze that fireworks 
are being utilized in a score of ways 
all the year round. In the air, for in- 
stance, the advance of acronauitics, 
and especially the development of 
night-flying, has made essential the 
employment of wing-tip landing 
flares, rockets for signalling and di- 
rectional purposes, and Vercy lights. 

At one time, too, every ship car- 
ried its distinctive system of firework 


signals. These were employed on all | 


occasions when a vessel wished to 
identify itself, or when passing one of 


Lloyd's signal stations. The types of | 


fireworks generally used included Ro- 
man candles, rockets, handlights, and 
|Coston lights; the latter being a 
small hand-light burning several col- 
ors in succession. 

Now, however, owing to the enor- 
|mous developments in wireless which 
|have taken place during the past few 
;years, practically the whole of the 
shipping signals have been revolution- 
ized. 

The most important use which has 
been made of fireworks in the cause 
‘of humanity is the line-carrying 
rocket, which has been responsible 
|for the saving of thousands of lives. 
|The French pyrotechnist, Ruggieri, 
| writing in 1802, claims the credit of 


\this invention for his father; it seems | 


| possible, however, that it is of even 
\ earlier origin. 

In Great Britain, Trengrouse 
demonstrated his line-carrying rocket 
system in 1807, but it did not then 
{receive the attention it deserved. 
The rocket system was revived in 
| 1826 by Dennett, of the Isle of Wight, 
and four rocket stations were estab- 
lished on the island, Then, in 1855, 
Colonel Boxer, of the Royal Labora- 
tory, achieved greater range by ar- 
ranging two rockets so that when one 
was expended it communicated the 
fire to a second, which continued the 
flight.

|New Material Offers Better Protec- 
tion Against Lightning 

Discovery of anew material named 

Thyrite, which offers better protec- 
jtion from lightning, was announced 
recently to the American Institute 
of Electrical Engineers by K. Mc- 
fachron, of the General Electric 
| Company. 
\ Thyrite is a compound, in appear- 
ance a cross between black slate 
and porcelain. Its name of Greek de- 
rivation, means gate, and for electric- 
al current it is almost literally a gate 
in more senses than one. 

For the ordinary current used in 
the industrial and household worlds, 
thyrite is a good insulator, a re- 
strainer that keeps the current from 
jumping out of bounds, a closed gate. 
But when electricity becomes too ar- 
dent, thyrite “gives it the gate.” Ifa 
tremendous overcharge comes along 
the wire, such as a stroke of light- 
ning, thyrite changes from insulator 
\into a good conductor, offering a 
ready and harmless pathway for es- 
cape of the overcharge.

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The Revision Of The 


Canada Grain Act 


Has Be 


Ottawa Ont.—The revision of the 
Canada Grain Act has been complet- 
ed, While Hon, James Malcolm, Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce, wiil 


not make it public until introduced in 


Parliament, the main outline of the 
new legislation is known. 

The revision was carried out by 
Mr. Malcolm, E. B. Ramsay, chair- 


ment. Every effort has been made to 
remove the new statute from consti- 
tutional jeopardy. The old act was 
supported by the claim that the Fed- 
eral Government had power to enact 
it by reason of the authority con- 
ferred by Section 91 of the British 
North America Act. The particular 
clause of this section upon which the 
old act rested was “the regulation of 
trade and commerce.” The new act 
will rest upon a firmer constitutional 
footing. 

The act will begin with a series 
of definitions of the terms used in 
the subsequent sections and a pro- 
vision coveriing the grain commis- 
sion. Then follow th edefinitions of 
the various grades. 

Of vital importance is the method 
by which the dealings in western 
gra’n may be regulated in such a 
way as to obviate any challenge as 
to the constitutionality of the act. 
This is done by basing it on heads 
of Federal legislative jurisdiction 
other than that of “the regulation of 
trade and commerce.” 

Those who framed the new act 
adopted a simple but what is regard- 
ed as an effective method of control- 
ling elevators independently of any 
declaration that they are for the gen- 
eral advantage of Canada, by forbid- 
ding any railway company, or vessel 
from receiving or discharging grain 
from or into any elevator which had 
not obta’ned a license from the grain 
board. 

This provision, 


forever, forbids 


railway companies and vessels from | 


carrying western grain out of western 
Canada, and, unless either the grain 
has been inspected and graded under 
the Canada Grain Act or the grain 
board author:zes the movement. This 
is the manner by which the new act 
pooposes to get around the problem 
of validity or constitutionality. 

As to the less important problems 
of the remaining licenses, namely, 
commission merchants, track buyers 
and grain dealers, it has been found 


poss ble to place some reliance upon | 


exclusive power of the Federal Par- 
liament under the heading of 
“Weights and Measures” provided, it 
is po'nted out, that that phrase is in- 
terpreted as authorizing legislation on 
the subject of standards generally. 
The new bill, however, does not pre- 
tend to regulate dealings in grain 
generally, but only dealings in grain 
by reference to the names of the 
grades as defined by the Grain Act. 


Customs Clearings At The Pas 


Second Only To Winnipeg According 
To January Figures 

The Pas, Man.--Customs clearings 
in The Pas during January were sec- 
ond only to Winnipeg in the province, 
according to figures released by C. S, 
Krempeaux, local officer. The total of 
$69,789.63 reached a new peak for 
January, and constituted the second 
largest figures for that month of any 
customs port in Manitoba, 

The average volume of business 
passing through his office is about 
$25,000 a month.

London, England.—What he called

eon of the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce here. 


Mr. Greenfield proposed a toast to 
Anglo-Canadian trade. 


Mr. Greenfield formerly was pre- 
mier of Alberta, active in the Cana- 
dian farmers’ movement, served on 
the Canadian council of agriculture, 
and was for some years vice-presi- 
dent of the United Farmers of 
Alberta. 


After outlining the essential busi- 
jness nature of the Canadian Wheat 
Pool and the legitimacy of its meth- 
| ods, Mr, Greenfield reminded his hear- 
\ers that without the protection of the 
pool, Canadian wheat would be dump- 
;ed onto the market on the present 


| to the tune of a $200,000,000 decrease 
|in the buying power of the Canadian 
| farm. 

He had been speaking to a mem- 
ber of the pool recently, Mr. Green- 
|field continued. He had ascertained 
{indications that the situation was 
clearing up. But any talk of bad 
feeling between the British buyer 
and the Canadian seller was sheer 
| rubbish. 

“It just doesn't exist,” he said. 


Mr. Greenfield’s solution for the 
development of imperial trade was 
| to tackle the problem not as a politi- 
cal issue but by letting hard headed

J. M. Gillett, head of the British

Canadian Press Regrets Publication | 

Of Despatch Regarding Canadian 

Flour 
| Toronto.—On behalf of the Cana- | 
| dian Press, its general manager, J. F. 
| B. Livesay, issued the following state- | 
ment: : 

“On February 9, the Canadian 
| Press sent out from Toronto a news 
despatch containing a statement 
that trucks, wagons and windows of | 
the Lyons restaurants in London, 
England, displayed placards, ‘We do 
not use Canadian flour.” 

The next day the London manager

emphatic denial of Messrs. J. Lyons 
and Company, Limited, whose head 
office is in London, and this was at 
once circulated throughout the daily 
newspapers of Canada with the re- 
| quest that they publish it with an ex- 
pression of regret for the original de- 
spatch, 

“The original despatch was handed 
to the Canadian Press from a source 
it considered reliable and was car- 
ried in good faith. But the Canadian 
Press unreservedly accepts the denial 
of the Lyons Company, and now de- 
|sires to express its sincere regrets 
and apology for the wrong uninten- 
tionally done to that company. 


NAVALDELEGATES 
STRIVE TO REACH 
SOME AGREEMENT 


London, England.—Moving slowly, 
| like a big ship passing through a fog- 
gy channel, the naval conference is 
progressing. The “big five’ have now 
| got to the stage where they are put- 
ting down the total figures of their 
naval needs—the round figures in 
hundreds of thousands of tons of the 
total naval requirements of their 
| countries, 

In full committee of the whole, the 
delegates discussed the report of the 
experts; a report which attempts to 
|find a common agreement between 
the old rival ways of measuring and 
|limiting naval armaments, one by 
lump tonnage for a whole navy, the 
other by limits of tonnage for each 
class of vessel, and the committee de- 
cided to forward this report on to the 
heads of the five delegations. 

In its classification plan, the ex- 
perts’ report follows gun power as 
well as by tonnage of the respective 
type of ship. Japan. agreed. The 
United States also agreed so far as 
the main categorists are concerned. 
But the United States did not favor 
the subdivision between 6-inch gun 
and 8-inch gun cruisers. France re- 
served its opinion. Italy preferred the 
general principle of global—lump ton- 
| nage. 
| The United States also re-asserted 
|her old position against fixing maxi- 
mum and minimum sizes for cruisers 
carrying 6-inch guns. The old differ- 
}ence was still there, between the 
| United States’ liking for 10,000-ton 
cruisers carrying 8-inch guns, and the 
| British need for a larger number of 
smaller cruisers with 6-inch guns. 
| Such reports of the remainder of 
the discussion as are available, in- 
| dicate it was highly technical, with a

Rt. Hon. A. V. Alexander, first lord 
of the admiralty, told questioners in 
the House of Commons that there was 
no question of Great Britain scrap- 
ping any of her latest battleships. 

Premier Ramsay MacDonald also 
told a questioner later that no pro- 
posal had been made at the naval 
conference by any foreign delegate 
that. would entail the scrapping of 
battleships of the “Queen Elizabeth” 
or “Royal Sovereign” classes, The 
| premier’s reply was: 
| “The answer to the quest’on is de- 
| cidedly in the negative.” 

The questions were prompted chief- 
jly by reports that the United States 
instead of asking for scrapping of 
{certain British battlesh’ps on an age 
{basis would ask that vessels of the 
“Queen Elizabeth” or ‘Royal Sover- 
je’gn" class be scrapped in order to 
bring the United States and British 
| battle fleets on an equal basis. 

| In response to other questions the 
| first lord of the admiralty said the

Toronto, Ont.—An exchange system 
for university undergraduates in their 
third year has been announced by the 
National Federation of Canadian Uni- 
versity students.

This privilege is granted to federa- 
tion scholars. Exchange is permitted 
only between different geographical 
divisions which are as follows: Uni-

Manitoba. Universities of Ontario and 
Quebec and Universities of the Mari- 
time provinces.

| Ottawa.—Air mail service in the 
| Prairies will be inaugurated on 
|March 3, Hon. P. J. Veniot, post- 
master-general, announced recently. 

The main line of the service will 
‘connect Winnipeg, Regina, Moose 
| Jaw, Medicine Hat and Calgary. An- 
jother route running between Edmon- 
|ton, North Battleford and Saskatoon 
| goes into operation on the same date. 

The post office department has 
been work'ng for months in co-op- 
eration with the flying officials in 
preparation for the new service. 
Despite severe weather conditions 
which made it awkward to lay 
cables for lighting equipment on 
land'ng fields, details are stated to 
be practically complete. 

A mail ‘plane will leave Winnipeg 
at 9 p.m., according to the tentative 
schedule, and will reach Calgary at 
5 a.m. The eastbound ‘plane will leave 
Calgary shortly after the arrival of 
the ’plane at 1.10 a.m,, and will ar- 
rive in Winnipeg before noon. Other 
details of the schedule have yet to be 
settled. 

With the new service in operation, 
a@ saving’ of 24 hours will be effected 
in the carriage of mail between Win- 
nipeg and the Pacific Coast. Mail 
reaching Calgary by air will be in 
time to go aboard the train which 
had left Winnipeg the previous day. 
Eastbound mail will be correspond- 
ingly expedited as w'll mail between 
Winnipeg and Edmonton.
